The New Standard Encyclopedia is a 
general encyclopedia intended for the use 
of the average reader. It aims to present 
accurate, interesting information in a 
readable style. The Foreword states that 
“Since 1953 the general policy for selec- 
tion of material, emphasis in treatment, 
style of writing, and use of special fea- 
tures has been established in cooperation 
with the educators and librarians who 
make up the Editorial Advisory Board.” 
The Editorial Advisory Board, with Dr. 
John I. Goodlad as chairman, was formed 
in 1952 to help plan a revision and a new 
policy for the encyclopedia. 

A letter to the Subscription Books Com- 
mittee from the publisher states that the 
set is “in the midst of a major revision’ 
that goes far beyond the revision always 
necessary to keep the content of an en- 
cyclopedia current . . . we are complete- 
ly rewriting and resetting the entire se- 
ries, volume by volume.” The volumes 
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A, B, C, S and section T of volume TUV 
have so far received such complete re- 
vision. “A major change, beginning with 
the present edition is that . . . the print- 
ing is done by offset.” All volumes are 
expected to be completely reset and re- 
vised by 1963. 

Another statement from the publisher 
says “We have made no attempt in recent 
years to sell schools or libraries. We are 
not expecting to do so until we complete 
our revision program.” 

The policy of having unsigned articles 
is continued but in contrast to the older 
editions, New Standard Encyclopedia now 
lists in the A volume members of the Edi- 
torial Advisory Board, the Board of Au- 
thenticators and Advisers, and the editor- 
ial staff including artists and contributors, 
consultants, and special authenticators 
and indicates the article or section each 
person is responsible for. Previous edi- 
tions were signed by the editorial direc- 
tor with no indication of the responsi- 
bility for the articles. New Standard is 
staff revised and edited. 

To discover the extent of revision of 
the completely reset and revised volumes 
the first 200 pages in volumes B and S of 
the 1953 printing, the last 200 pages in 
volume A of the 1949 printing, and the 
C volume of the 1953 printing were com- 
pared with the 1959 printing. These sam- 
ples indicate that new material on recent 
developments of general interest in sci- 
ence, international affairs, and sports has 
been included. There are many completely 
new articles in the 1959 printing, for ex- 
ample, Sanitation, Crime, Atomic Energy 
Commission, and Baseball Hall of Fame. 
There are many noticeable changes in 
many different types of articles, ie., As- 


tronomy, Atomic Energy, Bacteria, Sailing, 


Baseball, Cotton, and Corn. All have been 
improved in scope and accuracy. 

In the rewritten sections, there is a 
tendency toward more specific, shorter 
entries rather than longer and broader 
ones. In the 1959 printing there are 158 
entries beginning with “Ta” as compared 
with 95 in the 1953 printing. Seventy- 
three of the 158 are not found in the ear- 


lier printing. The 1958 printing of The 
World Book Encyclopedia has 208 entries 
in the same section. Seventy-eight of 
these are not found in the New Standard 
Encyclopedia, while the latter has fifteen 
entries not found in the former. One im- 
portant inclusion is Tauchnitz, ‘while 
equally important omissions are Taipei 
and Tarsus. The new article Taxation is 
a little shorter than the earlier one, 
though still fairly broad. The articles 
Tariff are about the same length in each 
printing, approximately seven columns, 
but the article of 1959 has eight see also 
references while that of the 1953 printing 
has only four. There is no bibliography 
for either Tariff or Taxation. 

In general, subject bibliographies are 
few and, where given, very short and 
elementary. There were no subject bibli- 
ographies in the 1953 printing. The Fore- 
word in the 1959 printing states that its 
bibliographies were selected by Robert 
Kingery of the New York Public Library. 
There is a five and one-half page article 
Astronomy with a full column of see also 
references and eight illustrations, but the 
bibliography consists of three titles for 
“younger readers” and the same number 
for “older readers.” All six titles are pop- 
ular in nature and all were published 
between 1951 and 1954. 

Illustrations have been increased and 
improved very markedly in the complete- 
ly revised sections as compared with the 
1953 printing. In the “Ta” section of the 
1953 printing there are 45 illustrations, 
including portraits, maps, line drawings 
and photographs, some in color. The 
maps by C. S. Hammond & Co. are with- 
out date, but they are clearly reproduced 
and of good quality with sufficient detail. 

Examination of the 1951 printing in 
comparison with the 1959 edition indi- 
cates that a good deal of revision has 
been made. Many more cross references 
are provided, particularly in the com- 
pletely revised volumes. But there still 
remains a need for more cross references. 
Since the set has no index, the lack of 
needed cross references hides much of the 
information from persons looking for a

Those that 
are listed have few statistics and in the 
volumes that are not totally revised there 
| is no reference to the article on colleges 
and universities. 

The articles Peiping, Palestine, Music, 
and Israel have all been improved and 
given more adequate cross references. 
Opera has been considerably improved. 
It is still quite brief, consisting of only 
six columns. Painting has a new set of 
illustrations. The colors are reasonably 

| accurate and all the paintings shown are 
first-rate examples from good painters, 
a tremendous improvement over the 1951 
printing. The text of the article has been 
entirely rewritten and greatly improved 
though it is quite brief, only 13 columns. 

Where there has not been a complete 
revision of the whole letter, the New 
Standard Encyclopedia generally retains 
the faults mentioned in the 1951 review: 
poor writing, inadequate information, and 
lack of cross references. In spite of the 
revisions and improvements, even the 
newly written volumes show evidence of 
rather poor editing and some inconsis- 
tencies in policy. Alcohol is a three-page 
article containing many well-compressed 

| facts. There is no bibliography. Some 

| examples of careless editing were found, 
e.g., “The strongest alcohol that can be 
made by fermentation alone is about 20 
percent alcohol by volume. The remain- 
ing 60 percent is water.” In the Foreword 
the reference to World Progress: The 
Standard Quarterly Review by which the 
encyclopedia is supplemented is given as

separately paged, so that in the volume 
WXYZ there are four series of page num- 
bers, each series prefixed with the letter 
to which it applies, e.g., W-23, X-23. In 
the 1953 printing there were ten volumes 
with no pagination of any sort. The New 
Standard Encyclopedia is well printed on 
a good grade opaque offset paper. The 
gutters are adequate to permit rebinding 
should this become necessary. 

There has been considerable improve- 
ment in the New Standard Encyclopedia 
since the set was last reviewed in 1951. 
The illustrations and maps are better; 
there are many new articles; much new 
material has been added to older articles— 
particularly in the completely revised 
volumes; and some elementary bibliog- 
raphies are provided. Only five letters, 
A, B, C, S, and T, have been completely 
rewritten since 1951. In the other letters 
there is evidence of some updating and 
revision, but much remains essentially 
unrevised. The 1959 printing of the New 
Standard Encyclopedia is therefore not 
recommended.
